He Thinks the Present Financial Sys­ 
tem Is Vicious and Responsible For 
Many Of the Commercial Ills and 
W ill Report a New Scheme to 


Congress. 


N e w Y o r k , N o v . 15.—I t is reported 
here th a t the President is considering 
th e idea of subm itting to th e country a 
plan for currency reform . 
He believes 
th a t th e currency system is inherently 
vicious; th a t it is responsible for finan­ 
cial ills, w hich m ust recur so long as it 
is m aintained. 
Satisfied w ith this 
diagnosis he w ill undoubtedly prescribe 
a rem edy calculated to give th e finances 
perm anent health, believing possibly 
th a t this can be done only by sup­ 
p lan tin g th e present system. The sub 
ject w ill be a dom inant feature in his 
m essage to 
congress in December. 
I t is said he w ill favor m any of the 
suggestions m ade by th e bankers’ n a­ 
tio n al convention a t Baltim ore in Sep­ 
tem ber. 
W hat is know n as th e B alti­ 
m ore plan adopted a t th a t convention 
appealed to th e President as having 
features of undoubted m erit. 
He ob­ 
tained a copy of th e plan and sjpce 
th a t tim e he has been studying and 
w orking on th e subject. Briefly stated 
th e B altim ore plan provides for a guar­ 
an ty fund obtained by levying a sm all 
ta x upon all th e banks. 
This fund is 
to be used to pay th e notes of banks 
w hich become insolvent. 
Since it be­ 
cam e w hispered 
am ong 
fin a n c ie r 
th a t 
th e 
President 
w as 
prepar­ 
ing 
to 
address 
congress 
upon 
th e 
currency 
system , 
so 
m any 
suggestions have reached him th a t he 
th o ught it w ell to g ath er expert opin­ 
ion am ong bankers whom he could not 
personally consult. 
The present visit 
of W illiam E. Curtis, assistant secreta­ 
ry of th e treasury, to this city is un­ 
derstood to be for the purpose of 
sounding public opinion here upon the 
general subject. 
W hile Mr. Curtis is 
in New York A ssistant Secretary of 
th e T reasury C. N. Jordan is in W ash­ 
ington. 
He is urging the president to 
recom m end to congress th e appoint­ 
m ent of a currency commission, non­ 
partisan in character and composed of 
representative men of all sections, 
w hich 
shall consider th e currency 
question in its various bearings and 
report a system of reform to congress.

Tuesday n ight was tile tim e for 
the republican ratification and 200 ne­ 
groes and a few w hite men gathered 
in the low er p art of the tow n to form 
a procession. 
T here was a dispute 
as to w hether the whites or the blacks 
should m arch first, and as a result 
nearly all of the w hite republicans de­ 
clined to m arch behind and only one 
w hite m an, John Kerr, joined in the 
parade, w hich was headed by a negro 
brass band. 
The negroes had been 
cautioned to use blank cartridges b ut 
instead had th eir shells loaded. 
M ar­ 
shal N eighbors started to make an in­ 
vestigation and as he advanced on the 
crowd, George Wilson fired a t him, the 
load of shot tearing a hole in his coat 
and, passing through, lodged in the 
stom ach of young Robertson. 
N eigh­ 
bors th a n shot th e negro in th e arm. 
Robertson died. 
In Judge EngRsh's 
court M arshal N eighbors tried to kill 
Wilson.

Chairman Sayers Telegraphs that He 
W ill Arrive in Washington on Nov. 


20 in Order to Get them Under W ay 
— Ransom Denies the Special Ses­ 
sion Story.

1 5 .—Chairman 
Sayers of th e house com m ittee on ap­ 
propriations has telegraphed th e clerk 
of th a t com m ittee th a t he w ill arrive 
in W ashington on th e 20th of this 
m onth w ith a view of g etting appro­ 
priation bills under way as far as pos­ 
sible before congress convenes on Dec. 
3 
Th~ee m onths’ session never affords 
too mucn tim e for th e consideration of 
these necessary measures, and there 
is especial reason for expedition in the 
preparation of the bills for th e ap­ 
proaching session ow ing to the prob­ 
ability of the loss of much tim e in 
chaffing over th e late elections. 
The 
dem ocrats expect a good deal of this 
from th e republicans and n atu rally de­ 
sire to be able to forestall it w ith 
business as far as they are able to do 
so. 
A ppropriation bills alw ays have 
rig h t of way, and can be used a t any 
tim e by the m ajority to displace a dis­ 
agreeable or frivolous question. 
The 
estim ates for only three of these bills 
—th e D istrict of Columbia, the fo rti­ 
fications and pension bills—have so 
fa r been furnished, b u t it is under­ 
stood other estim ates w ill follow soon, 
and by the tim e these shall have been 
disposed of by the com m ittee other 
m easures w ill be ready for its consid­ 
eration. 
The subcom m ittees w hich have these 
th ree bills to deal w ith have been sum­ 
moned by th e clerk, in obedience to 
Mr. S avers’ instructions, to m eet on 
th e 22d inst. 
There have been no 
changes in the m em bership of any of 
these subcom m ittees except in th a t on 
th e D istrict of Columbia. A rearrange­ 
m ent of this subcom m ittee has been 
necessitated by the retirem ent of Mr 
Compton, who was its form er chair­ 
man. 
R epresentative W illiams of Illi­ 
nois, who form erly held th ird place 
on the subcom m ittee, has been ad­ 
vanced to the chairm anship, Mr. Dock 
ery of Missouri retaining second place, 
to w hich he was originally appointed, 
and Mr. Robertson of Louisiana being 
given a place on th e subcomm ittee.

A Norwegian ship has been 
driven ashore near Dover. 
The cap­ 
tain and several of the crew were 
drow ned while trying to land in one of 
the ship's boats. 
The rest of the crew 
were rescued by means of th e rocket 
apparatus in th e presence of thousands 
of excited spectators. 
The Rivers Avon and Sour have over­ 
flowed and in Devonshire many of the 
inhabitants have sought refuge on the 
housetops. 
A large num ber of cattle 
and sheep have been drowned, traffic in 
th e valley been suspended. 
The River 
Tham es has risen four feet a t Rick mond 
All cross-channel traffic 
has 
been 
stopped from and to Folieston. 
At 
Bournem outh thousands of tons of cliff 
have been washed into the sea. 
At 
Dover a g reat p art of th e pier w as car­ 
ried aw ay and in th e afternoon the 
gale w as so severe a t Portsm outh all 
com m unication w ith the w arships at 
Spithead stopped. 
F u rth er reports from th e south and 
cast of E ngland report enorm ous loss 
to property. 
A num ber of villages are 
inundated. 
The inhabitants of all the 
low lying parts of these places were 
removed in boats to places of safety. 
The wrecking of seven sm all vessels 
is reported 
from along the south 
and 
east 
coasts. 
D uring 
the 
storm 
a 
Flushing 
pilot 
cutter 
w as run down by a steam er and eight 
of the cu tter’s crew were drowned. 
A 
boat belonging to th e London steam er 
Seadue has been washed ashore at 
W orthing, a tow n of Sussex. 
A corpse 
was in the boat, and from this it is 
supposed th e steam er has foundered. 


Knights of Labor in New Orleans.

Congress of Conciliation Attracts Largo 
Crowds at Chicago. 
C h ic a g o , N o v 15.—Miss Jane Addams 
w as chairm an of the m orning session 
of the congress of conciliation yester­ 
day. and in taking th e chair she made 
a sharp, incisive speech, afte r which 
she introduced Joseph D. Weeks, editor 
of the American M anufacturer and 
Iron World, who spoke on “ The rela­ 
tions of Em ployer and Em ploye in 
M anufacturing Affairs.” 
He th o u g h t 
legislative action on labor m atters 
would inevitably result in failure, and 
fair dealing betw een m an and man 
was the only remedy. 
The next speaker was M. M. G ar­ 
land, president of the A m algam ated 
Association of Iron and Steel W orkers, 
who spoke on “ Sliding Scales and Kin­ 
dred M ethods.” 
He said the greed of 
em ployers was the main cause of all 
labor troubles and could see no ade­ 
quate remedy which m ight be applied 
u n til em ployers would act justly. 
In the afternoon Commissioner of 
Labor Carroll D. W right spoke on the 
“ D istinction Between Compulsory and 
V oluntary A rbitration and Distinction 
Between Compulsory A rbitration and 
Public Investigation 
of Labor Dis­ 
putes. ” 
Ile advocated compulsory a r­ 
b itration as the long looked for remedy 
for existing troubles, and thought the 
scheme entirely feasible. 
Prof. H enry C. Adams, secretary of 
th e inter-state commerce commission, 
was the next speaker. 
He spoke on 
“ The Economics of A rbitration,” and 
enthusiastically supported th e idea, 
M aiming it to be the duty &f the gov­ 
ernm ent to a t once institute boards of 
arbitration. 
Judge John Gibbons was introduced 
by Chairm an Gibbon and spoke on 
“ Private R ights.” He justified com­ 
pulsory arb itratio n on th e ground of 
“ public necessity,” saying th a t if the 
constitution of the country was not 
broad enough it should be expanded. 
A t th e evening session Mr. J. G. 
McCarthy, president of the Builders’ 
exchange, presided. 
The first speaker 
was W illiam H. Say w ard, secretary of 
the N ational Association of Builders, 
and he was followed by T. J. McGuire, 
secretary of th e U nited B rotherhood 
of Carpenters and Joiners They spoke 
upon 
“ Relation 
Between Em ployer 
and Employe in the Building T rades,” 
and this was followed by a discus­ 
sion by W illiam Grace and W ill­ 
iam II. Alsip of Chicago. 
The last 
speaker of th e evening w as Samuel 
Gompers, president of th e American 
Federation of Labor. 
He denounogd 
compulsory arbitration in th e strongest 
term s, advising w orkm en and women 
to rise and resist by every m eans w ith­ 
in th eir pow er any attem pt to force it 
upon them. 
He justified strikes and 
labor w arfare as the inherent rig h ts of 
the w orking people to defend th e ir in­ 
terest. 
In conclusion he said: “ T here

Gold Dollar Had No Utility, While the 
Three-Cent Piece Served a Purpose. 
To one who has not given the sub­ 
ject thought it would seem th a t th e 
most useless coins ever issued by the 
United States were the silver 3-cent 
pieces. 
They were small, as thin as 
a sheet of m anila paper, and before 
they finally disappeared from circula­ 
tion they came to be regarded as nuis­ 
ances. 
Although there is much to be said 
against the annoying little coins, they 
were, as a m atter of fact, of far 
greater utility, as far as circulation is 
concerned, than another coin. 
This 
is the gold dollar, which, experts at 
the sub-treasury say, has never served 
any useful purpose. 
Said Maurice 
Muhleman, cashier of the sub-treas­ 
ury, recently: 
“ From the m utilated condition of 
the gold dollars sent here for redemp­ 
tion it is positively shown th a t the 
public do not regard them as coins. 
Their only use 
appears to be for 
bangles, necklaces, w atch charms, 
scarf pins and the like. 
It is doubtful 
if one in a thousand ever really passed 
in circulation. 
“ W ith the three cent silver piece, it 
was different 
When first coined, the 
country had nothing in the shape of a 
coin between the huge copper cents 
and half cents, and the silver half 
dime. 
The small coin was hailed as a 
blessing, and became popular a t once. 
There was an excellent reason for its 
issue also. 
“ Strange as it may seem, it was not 
provided for by a coinage a c t but by 
an act ie vising the postal rates. 
This 
law lowered the cost for transm itting 
the unit of w eight for letters from 
five lo three cents. It was deemed ad 
visable by congress thereupon to issue 
coin of corresponding denomination 
The coin was of great utility, and cir­ 
culated freely until the advent of the 
nickel.”

We have had a great variety of 
carpet m aterials, first and last and a 
good many uses have been made of 
paper, but the two have never before 
been identified. 
Now, however, we 
have been informed th a t carpets are 
made of paper, and the following 
description of the process is made 
public: 
The stock used m ust be of long 
fiber in order to give strength to the 
paper, says the Paper World. 
All 
such as are to be colored m ust be 
dyed in the pulp to obtain uniform 
color throughout Colors m ust be fast. 
Every lot of the same color m ust 
be matched to shade, as it cannot be 
changed when once done. The paper 
m ust 
be 
of 
uniform 
thickness 
throughout the widlh and length of 
the roll for, though color may be 
right, coarse yarn will not shade 
alike. 
As tho yarn 2s tw isted on a 
ring frame, the utm ost cleanliness 
m ust be observed not to stain the 
yarn with oil or dirty fingers, for, 
while unlike the other yarn, it is not 
cleansed, hence, if dirty, and is not 
discovered by subsequent handling, 
it goes into the carpet and to tho 
consumer. 
W hen rolls of 
cut 
paper 
are 
the desired height, 
the shaft is 
taken out, the nut removed and the 
shaft drawn out, leaving the paper, 
each stripe with its ring to be sep­ 
arated from the other by a knife for 
th a t 
purpose. 
A fter 
separation 
these little rolls are soaked in w ater 
until thoroughly im pregnated, then 
taken out and left to drain, then it 
is ready for the spinning frame, and 
it is tw isted like any other yarn. 
The yarn is then dried, wound into 
cops and is then ready for the loom.
